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le Late August and early September activities of Jlationalist (uerrilias in Chekiang 
and northern Fukien included the following: 


a, mn 26 August, a guerrilla force in the ‘faihu Lake (120--—, 31----) area inter- 
cepted several Chinese Communist vessels loaded with grain in the vicinity 
of Hengching (120-31, 31-10). ‘They captured a large quantity of grain and 
several Communists, 


b. On the night of 30 August, a guerrilla force in Chekiang attacked the re~ 
gional government of Chuchi (120-50, 28-5) at lisienchu (120-13, 28.53), 
After three hours of fi:hting, they completely destroyed the government 
building, <illed or wounded about thirty Communists, and captured twenty 
rifles and pistols and some classified documents. 


2. In central China, the people of !engchuan (115~10, 32=15) formed an Anti-Commnn-~ 
ist Anti~Soviet People's Army for the Protection of Uome and Life (Fan Xung 
Ktang 0 Pao Chia Pao ‘ing Jen ‘tin Chin) (& 24 404K UR RAR G A ROB ) 
under the leadership of I Shen-min (# WF jk), one of the villagers. | The orpan- 
jzation numbered a thousand members by mid-September.

25-21) and surrounded Tacan (101-1), 25~32), encaging Public Security troops in 
the arsc for two hours. In 10 September, a Nationalist -verrilla force disrupted 
traffic on the Xuelyang-Kwangsi Highway by destroying a bridge 158 miles south 
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in southern Kwanetuny, the “07 SING (RK Be) sailing between Chanchiang 


(119-2), 21~11) and “aoming (110-53, 21-8), was intercepted on its way north 
on 10 September by a Nationalist guerrilla unit, Some supplies anid weapons 
were captured] and about twenty Chinese Communist officers and men on board 
were killed. In northemKwangtung, guerrilla elements in the second week of 
Septenber made a.night attack on Talien (113-06, 23-0), killing or wounding 
avout thirty Conmunists and capturing twenty rifles and a quantity of food, 


August and Seotenber activities of a puerrilla pera ELON in South China included 
the following: 


a. On the evening of 10 August 1950, about eishty guerrillas attacked the village 
of Shen Chti (jf jH) in Chaoyang Isien (116-35, 23-17), taking the Commnist 
ferces there nee ae by survrise. The Comuunists vere age to, put up 
any resistance, andthe demuty district mayistrate, LI! Ying ¢ i 3) was 
killed. ‘he guerrillas captured three 7.9 rifles, one sut-machine gun, and 
several Communist documents. Jpon le.wning of this attack, the district com 
missioner immediately sent about a hundred men to defend the village. In a 
three hour engagement between the puerrillas and these reinforcements, the 
Communist commander was killed, alon~ with avout ten of tis nen. The puer- 
riilas suffered only four sinor casualties, 


be In 22 Aurust, twenty guerrillas made an early evening attack on San “en 
(= fuer a villare in Chaoyany lislen. The guerrillas captured the villave 
elder, Gi AO An (#6 Ds a vommunist, ani withdrew before Communist rein~ 
forcenents could be brourtht up. 


cs Nn 23 Auguat, the battalion amoushed five Communist trucks carrying supplies 
on the highway near Po Hsing Tun 4g RR) in Tzuchin Hsien (115-13, 2337) 
and forced the military platoon accompanying the convoy, to surrender without 
firing, They killed the platoon leader CUU Shen (4A 73R) and ten soldiers, 
and imprisoned thirty. After removing 34 rifles and 150 picul of rice, the 
fuerrillas blew up the trucks and withdrew. 


d. A northern Svanusi guerrilla unit on 5 September wrécked a Communist train 
about tuenty kilometers (approximately 12 and a halt miles) east of Liuchou 
(109-16, 2-18) station on the lunan-Mwangsi ailroad. ‘The guerrillas learned 
that a Communist freicht would »ass. and enlisted the support of tne local 
population in removing a section of track from the line. ‘The train wreck 
resulted in the death of avout elghty Communist troops, many of whom were shot 
as they crawled from the wreck, and the destruction of 300 Communist army 
uniforms. The guerrillas captured fifty picul of rice, which they distributed 
among the populace, and all the Communist weapons on the train... 


e. In the Pearl iiver area, snerrilla activities in Aucust resulted in the cap 
ture of 37 Communists and the death of 1,453. Propaganda anone the ea. 
resulted in 350 defections to the guerrillas, including SUNG Koufu C 
K&) and WANG Yu-fene GE x. JL) ; commander and deputy Pee of a Pee 
unit (unidentified), on 17 Sentemoer. he guerrillas duriny the month cap- 
tured three trench mortars, 79 machine guns, 2,400 rifles, and an unstated 
quantity of other munitions. 


f, About 700 guerrillas on the islands at ‘iia Ya wan (A. AP HB), Xuei Ling Tao 
(es BE E> Shenchuanchian~ (116~ , 22~ ), southwest of ‘iuilai Hsien

District, under WENG Nan-k'uei (By BB), on 16 September. Using tivo 
columns, of 300 and }00 respectively, the guerrillas killed and wounded 
about forty Communists, captured about twenty, and disarmed thirty Public 
Security troops and released about fifty prisoners. with over a hundred 
rifles, one heavy machine fun; and one licht machine gun captured in the 
raid, the guerrillas returned to their buse. 


A puerrilla unit in South Kwanytung under LIANG Han-hstin GE Ba $2) atm 

tacked Chiang T'ang Hst G& 4/8 YE) in Fnping Iisien (112-19, 22-22) on 

17 Septerber, after the removal of a LIV Piao unit. Nearly all the local 
forces in Ktou An (fe +g) were killed, and the guerrillas withdrew safely 

before the arrival of Communist reinforcements. 


7. Activities in east and central China included the following:

On 14 September, a guerrilla column, commanded by CH'iil Kuo-ch'in Fb 
45R), engaged Communist Public security forces at Ta Lou Tian (AK 2 FRE)» 
farg Shih Chen (F Ae SE), Changhua (119-1), 30-11) for about ten hours. 

The Communists retreated with heavy losses, but counter-attacked on 16 Sept- 
emyer. On 17 September, the guerrillas besieged the Commurist reinforcements, 
who lost a large number of men. the following day, the Communists retreated 
toward Changhua and Hochiao (119-1), 30-07), having lost over sixty men killed 
and three captured, besides two carbines, il, rifles, and two cases of amuuni~

\ guerrilla mit in the Yangchenghu (1204 , 31~- ) area, organized under IIU 
Chao~han (| 58) in lay 1949, had increased from about ninety men and 
forty rifles tb over 1,200 men, ell armed, by August 1950. When Communist 
forces attacked the unit in mid-August, about 200 Communists vere killed but 
the puerrilla unit was forced to withdraw to the Taihu area because. of short~ 
age of ammunition. 


On 8 Septerber, the two detachments of guerrillas in the Kiangsi border area, 
mumbering about 5,000 men, captured Kuangchang "sien (116-06, 26-6), They 
captured the magistrate, YANG Yil-ch'ing (AH 2B i$ ), and « hundred Communist 
workers, besides avout 300 rifles and pistols, two machine guns, and a> 
large quantity of ammunition and grain belonging to the hsien Public Sercur- 
ity and Self-Defense units. On the following day, a regiment of Communist 
reinforcements arrived, and the guerrillas were also reinforced by ab cut 
6,000 men from two additional detachments. After three days of fighting, 

the Commmnists were routed. The guerrillas occupied the town for a week and 
then witndrew. 


Apout 1,500 anti-Communist guerrillas were recruited in Yangenunry ilsien 
(1199, 32-13) in August 1950. ‘The local Communist forces, since they num- 
bered onty 1,200 men, remained within the city limits and stayed out of the 
villates in Ausust because Communist tax collectors had been killed by the 
muerrilias locally. Although the guerrilla position in the area was strong, 
they were unable to Launch an attack on the Communist forces in the city 
because they were so short of ammunition. 


Qn lf Sevterber, two detachments, numbering about 7,000 guerrillas, in eastem 
Yiangsi, took advanta;e of the departure of one of LI Piao‘s regiments 
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from Chinchi (116-48, 27-53) and launched an assault on the hsien, Thoy 
captured the town, the magistrate HO IIsiu-ch'eng (fay 4 HK), the second 
district administrator MUAUG Yin (a &), 18 officers, and about 800 

soldiers of a Communist Self-Defense unit, in addition to over a thousand 
rifles, nine light and heavy machine guns, and two million pisul of rice. 
the rice was distributed to the local populace and farmers, and the guer 
rillas withdrew before Communist reinforcenents could be brou;ht in. 


8. ‘Two Communist units in south China defected and joined pro—Nationalist guer~ 
rilla forces. The Communist Public Security troops in Huiyang (11h-26, 23-05), 
consisting of 1,300 men, went over to the ;uerrillas on 8 July and have since 
beon cooperating with organized guerrilla units in the Peichiang (113- , 2ie ), 
Iniyang, and Polo (1Uj-17, 23-09) areas. Approximately 1,000 Public Security 
troops in Esinfeng (114-06, 2h-07) equipped with rifles also joined Peichiang 
units on 16 September and are operating in the 'Isinfeng area. 
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
